LAUGH IT OFF NO MORE 

An executive claims she was fired for 
reporting CEO’s comments about her butt

L ast November 30, Stacey Stein 
was trying to have a good time 
at her office Christmas party. 
She had been the director of 
business development and 
marketing for Fang Consulting, a medi¬ 
cal device consulting firm in Minneapolis, 
since the previous summer. She thought 
it was going well. 

But in December, she got a call from 
some colleagues asking her if her boss, CEO 
Tracy Eberly, had done an 5 d;hing to make 
her upset that night Apparently, Eberly had 
been overheard at the party saying Stein 
had a ‘Tat butt.” 

Stein wasn’t exactly surprised. Back in 
2007, Eberly commented on Anti-Strib. 
com (an anti-Star Tribune blog) to compare 
Native Americans to “the entire animal 
kingdom, but that would be an insult to 
beavers.” Nor had it been the first time he 
said something about Stein’s butt, accord¬ 


ing to a lawsuit filed in Hennepin County 
District Court. 

In October, while they were at a busi¬ 
ness event in Costa Rica, Eberly “bluntly” 
asked her if she knew she had a “big butt” 
in front of a coworker, the suit alleges. She 
tried to laugh it off, but asked him not to 
focus on her body, which had “nothing to 
do with” her “intellect or ability.” 

Two months later, the two were at a con¬ 
ference in California. Stein had forgotten 
to pack underwear. She needed Eberly 
to take her to the store so she could buy 
some. He allegedly asked her if she really 
“needed” a bra. 

According to the complaint, she told him 
later that night that she had considered 
leaving the company because of the way 
he’d treated her, and the bawdy way he 
talked to clients. She felt like he could do 
some “significant damage” to Fang and its 
reputation if he didn’t “watch himself.” 


She told human resources as much when 
they called about the Christmas party, and 
she was assured staff would “discuss” this 
with him. But over the next few days, the 
complaint says, Eberly was uncharacter¬ 
istically cold to her. In early January, she 
called to ask why he’d been “treating [her] 
like shit recently.” 

“Well, I’m busy,” he allegedly told her. 

The next day, Stein was fired. It was only 
10 business days after she’d confided in 
human resources. 

According to the complaint, Stein was 


told she wasn’t hitting her sales goals and 
wasn’t targeting the “right clients.” But she 
claims she was on target to hit her 2019 
goal, and hadn’t heard any concerns about 
her work until that moment. 

Later on, the complaint says. Fang 
claimed Stein had been fired out of “busi¬ 
ness necessity” and mentioned nothing 
about her sales goals. But Stein believes 
she was fired because she complained about 
Eberly’s behavior. 

Eberly declined to comment.

or years we’ve known Minne¬ 
apolis is a great biking city. But 
recently, it’s also moved toward 
the top of the list of the best vegan 
cities in the United States. This 
begs the question: How do we fare as a 
vegan biking city? 

To investigate the overlap, I patron¬ 
ized seven vegan restaurants across the 
Twin Cities via bicycle to eat breakfast, 
a mid-morning pastry, brunch, lunch, a 
mid-afternoon snack, dinner, and dessert, 
all without touching a car or public transit. 
I rode through Minneapolis and St. Paul; 
the cities are so closely related that a vegan 
and/or biking experience in one can’t exist 
without the other. 

I left my home in northeast Minneapolis 
for my first stop just across the river, ati?ise 
Bagel Co. at Third Street and Sixth Avenue 
North. By far the best part of biking to Rise 
is the convenience, when finding car park¬ 
ing in the North Loop often takes longer 
than eating your meal. 

All of Rise’s bagels are vegan, and they 
have a selection of four vegan spreads. The 
bagels are the perfect ratio of crispy and 
chewy, and a vegan cream cheese is eas¬ 
ily mistakable for the real deal. I chose a 
rosemary bagel with scallion cream cheese, 
neither of which went light on flavor. 

For my mid-morning pastry, I visited 
VeganEast on24:th Street and Lyndale Avenue 
South. Gettingthere meant weavingtoward 
Hennepin, cuttingthroughLoringPark, and 
heading to Bryant Avenue. Biking let me 
avoid the disastrous Hennepin/Lyndale/94/ 
Walker Art Center intersection, and as far 
as bike boulevards go, Bryant is one of the 
best around. It’s narrow and full of parked 
cars, but traffic is very light. Bryant’s biggest 
danger is looking away from the road to 
admire the Replacements’ Let It Be house. 

At Vegan East, they offer some nicer cakes 
and cinnamon rolls, but I went with the 
pop tart. Softer but just as sugary as the 
name-brand version, it will likely exceed the 
standards of any longtime toaster pastry fan. 

Minneapolis is the city that gets most of 
the vegan and biking press, which is unfair 
to St. Paul. The state capital may not be 
full of plant-based restaurants and bike 
paths, but it’s not exactly void of them. Sure, 
J. Selby’s gets lots of love, but places like 
Eureka Compass Vegan foods (a combined 
grocery store and restaurant) and Evan’s 
Organic Eatery in the sk 5 way receive lam¬ 
entably little press. 

Today was my chance to visit those 
lesser-known contributors. 


I headed toward downtown St. Paul 
via the Midtown Greenway, a personal 
favorite route for cycling, before shifting 
to Lake Street/Marshall Avenue once I 
reached the river. 

As you start on Marshall, there’s a nice 
bike lane that’s incredibly smooth with 
nothing more than gradual hills. Heading 
east, I was betrayed by this smoothness 
when I crossed Lexington Parkway. If you 
like your teeth better when they aren’t 
rattling out of your mouth, head over to 
Selby to finish your journey. 

Even with its numerous one-ways, lim¬ 
ited bike lanes, and slanted grid, downtown 
St. Paul isn’t too daunting for outsiders. It’s 
also self-contained enough that biking to 
your destination is relatively stress-free, 
regardless of your route. 

What at first looks like a standard 
food-court lunch cafe at sk 5 rway level is 
actually Ivan’s OrganicEafery, a fully vegan 


restaurant serving breakfast and lunch. 
I chose a sausage breakfast sandwich. It 
was great—clean and hearty, stacked with 
greens, onion, tomatoes, some Herbivo¬ 
rous Butcher sausage, and Brake Bread 
bread. And that’s to say nothing of the 
friendly service; they’d taken down the 
breakfast menu but let me order from 
it an5rway. 

There’s no perfect exit strategy from 
downtown St. Paul. Taking the Green 
Line back to Minneapolis would have 
been easier, and safer, but it’s hard to 
top the satisfaction of biking from one 
downtown to another. 

I ended up on University Avenue. It’s 
a major thoroughfare, but wide enough 
and well paved, so you could do worse. 
Still, I headed toward Marshall as quickly 
as possible, arriving one block too soon 
and j arring my skeleton loose again before 
coasting back into Minneapolis. 


When I returned to the Midtown Gre¬ 
enway, I remembered that there’s no such 
thing as a perfect bike route as the wind 
picked up en route to Seed Cafe, just past 
Bde Maka Ska. At this point in the day 
nothing I’d eaten would really make a 
vegan-doubter turn their head. Seed is 
a little different, with salads, rice bowls, 
and smoothies populating the menu. 

But those who’d derisively call it “hip¬ 
pie food” would have a hard time saying 
anything bad about the Grown Up Grilled 
Cheese. With kimchi and fermented chili 
sauce, it’s still pretty stereotypically vegan, 
butthose ingredients added a welcome zing 
and crunchier texture to an old standard. 

By now it was mid-afternoon snack 
time from Dulceria Bakery on 42nd and 
Cedar. Nearby 36th Street was smooth 
and open enough to bike most of the way— 
definitely a good route for crossing 35W, 
taking me through quieter neighborhoods 
for a change of pace. 

The meal was even better than the 
biking. It had slowly become a hot day, 
and my mango concha was delicious and 
refreshing, loaded with its fruit Ailing. 
The horchata surprised me too; the first 
time I tried horchata was in high school 
and I thought it tasted like a candle—not 
this time. The cinnamon is welcome in a 
cool drink, too. 

With time to kill before dinner at Trio 
Plant-based on Lake Street and Lyndale, I 
meandered about the lakes after riding the 
RiverLake Greenway back toward Uptown. 
I ordered Trio’s soul food platter with 
ribs, collard greens, and mac & cheeze. 
The mac & cheeze was my favorite; its 
creamy fake cheese imparted top-notch 
flavor without feeling gross. The ribs, 
while tasty, are fairly dense, so on this 
long, hot day I struggled to finish them. 

Reversing my morning route home to 
Northeast brought me to the fully vegan 
Crepe&Spoon. Nearly all their flavors are 
unique, but I opted for a two-scoop cone 
of Orange Chocolate Chip and Avocado 
Lemon. Ice cream doesn’t afford the luxury 
of time like Trio’s ribs, so I sprinted to my 
finish. This might have been easier if I’d 
chosen the wider waffle cone instead of 
a sugar cone, but I’m smarter now than 
I was then. 

As I reflected upon my day—biking 
roughly 50 miles, almost entirely in com¬ 
fort, to eat at seven diverse restaurants—I 
concluded that the Twin Cities is a great 
vegan biking metro, where comfort need 
only be sacrificed when one’s eyes prove 
bigger than one’s stomach. 03

MINNEAPOLIS INSTITUTE OF ART 
Born in St. Paul, raised in Roseville, 
and educated at Ohio University, 
documentary photographer Carolyn 
“Meadow” Muska lost her job in 
photojournalism due to anti-LBGTQ 
employee practices in the 1970s. 

After becoming an electrician and 
construction manager, she founded 
Minnesota Women in the Trades, a 
labor organization devoted to racial and 
gender equality. She took photographs, 
amassing an extraordinary body of work 
that focuses on lesbians in the 1970s and 
’80s who were part of the “women’s 
land” movement in Minnesota and 
Oregon. Thirty of the photos are on view 
in this exhibition, which celebrates a 
potent era in women’s history and the 
pursuit of authentic, individuated lives. 
Meanwhile, also opening at Mia this day 
is a visual history of Mexico through the 
lens of photographer Graciela Iturbide, 
with 125 photographs from the late 
1970s to the present on display. Her 
perspective encompasses indigenous and 
Spanish cultures; urban and rural life;

HOME OF THE SHAW BURGER

f the return of Rocko’s Modern 
Life isn’t cause for an obligatory 
‘"90s kids, rejoice” lede, I don’t know 
what is, so... ’90s kids, rejoice! Rocko 
and friends are back, in an all-new 
Netflix film called Static Cling. 

The word “film” is used loosely here, as 
the streaming giant’s new release comes 
in at a brisk 45 minutes and feels more 
like a pilot than a feature. Those factors 
might shape your perception going in, but 
they’re otherwise irrelevant. The important 
thing is that Rocko’s homecoming isn’t 
just some soulless nostalgia play; it’s every 
bit as weird, wild, and worth watching as 
the original TV series. 

Static C/mgfinds Heffer (Tom Kenny), 
Filburt (Mr. Lawrence), Spunky, and Rocko 
(both voiced by Carlos Alazraqui) orbit¬ 
ing the earth after accidentally blasting 
Rocko’s house into outer space with a 
rocket 20 years ago. They’ve spent the 
better part of that time watching their 
favorite show. The Fatheads, on a well- 
worn VHS tape. 

“Isn’t it great how some things never 
change?” Rocko says, moments before 


the picture goes wonky and the VCR spits 
out a destroyed cassette. And like a Greek 
tragedy, so begins the carotoon wallaby’s 
existential crisis. 

Their entertainment gone, Heffer gazes 
out the window at Earth, revealing that 
the rocket remote has been stuck to his 
butt this whole time. The gang uses it to 
fly back to their native 0-Town, but things 
aren’t quite how they remember them. 

Despite the absurdity that ensues. Static 
Cling isn’t escapism. There are plenty of 
fart jokes and sexual innuendo—and the 
psychedelic animation for which the 
show is perhaps best remembered—but 
by positioning change as the Aim’s central 
theme and digging at it from contemporary 
angles. Static Cling proves much deeper 
than you might expect. The TV show 
was progressive, but this is Rocko at its 
most direct. 

There are plenty of jabs at Starbucks, 
urban sprawl, social media, and the like, 
but what makes Static Cling significant 
is the story of Fatheads creator Ralph 
Bighead (Rocko creator Joe Murray). 
Rocko has trouble adjusting to all these 
21st-century changes, so when he learns

that The Fatheads has been cancelled, he 
decides to And Ralph and convince him 
to revive the show. The thing is: Ralph 
is now Rachel, having transitioned while 
Rocko was in space. This causes some 
issues with Rachel’s father, Ed Bighead 
(Charlie Adler), the guy in charge of pro¬ 
ducing the show. 

Static ding’s ultimate thesis is that 
“Embracing change is the key to happi¬ 
ness,” and while I won’t reveal the finer 
details, suffice it to say that it handles 
transgender subject matter, among other 
concepts, very well. To embrace change 
seems like a no-brainer in and of itself, 
but it carries added weight in a political 
climate where the word “change” is as 
synonymous with progressive policies 
as “Make America Great Again” is with 
regressive ones. Social commentary in 
“kids’ shows” always rattles the pearl- 
clutchers, but Rocko’s Modern Life was 
never made for them an 5 rway. Clearly, 
neither was Static Cling. 03

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PICNIC OPERETTA RETURNS 

Serving up Mozart with a side of’80s hits

ive performance can be unpre- 
dictable...especially when your 
stage is a barnyard. Anna 
Hashizume vividly remembers 
a Picnic Operetta performance 
at a petting farm last year. 

‘There were a lot of farm animals that 
were roaming around, and it started rain¬ 
ing 10 minutes into our performance. 
Everyone, audience included, picked up 
everything and moved into this barn and 
we finished out the performance there.” 

Even Shakespeare in the park doesn’t 
entail quite so close an experience with 
the out-of-doors as Mixed Precipitation’s 
Picnic Operetta, staged in locations rang¬ 
ing from vineyards to community gardens 
across Minnesota. The 11th annual pro¬ 
duction, The Clemency of Tito’s Tennis 
Club, opens on Thursday at Dodge Nature 
Center in West St. Paul. 

Like past productions. Clemency takes 
a classic opera and gives it an accessible, 
comedic twist. Producing artistic director 
Scotty Reynolds said the company has 
long had Mozart’s La Clemenza di Tito 
in their sights. “We like to start with a 


really big opera,” he says. “La Clemenza 
has a really epic story involving an assas¬ 
sination plot and rivalries in the interior 
court of the Roman emperor. The stakes 
are really full of adrenaline.” 

While Reynolds says that the Picnic 
Operetta is the first opera-going experi¬ 
ence for a sizable portion of its audience, 
it also attracts seasoned opera lovers who 
enjoy the company’s fresh takes. “When 
we get the approval of the people who 
travel to Europe to see operas, that is a 
certain type of pat on the back,” he says. 

This year Hashizume, an experienced 
opera singer, has the prominent role of 
Sesto. Though the character is male, the 
mezzo-soprano role is played by women 
today. “Back in the day,” she explains, 
“when castrati used to roam our world, 
it was played by a castrato male.” 

Samples of fresh, locally grown snacks 
are part of the Picnic Operetta experi¬ 
ence. To serve during a moment when 
Sesto is feeling torn, says Reynolds by 
way of example, chef “Tracy Yue and I 
brainstormed foods that might represent 
conflicting emotions. The metaphor will 
manifest in sweet-and-sour spiciness. The

test kitchen is still evolving, but a melon 
ball with some hot pepper spice and cheese 
has been proposed.” 

You can count on a few pop songs being 
thrown into the mix, often Reagan-era 
radio chestnuts. “We gotta get out of the 
’80s,” Reynolds acknowledges, “but we 
keep having fun with it.” This year’s selec¬ 
tions will lean NewWave. “We appreciated 
the challenge of taking something that 
would be heavy synthesizer and doing 
it precisely without one.” 

Setting the story in a tennis club, says 
Re 5 molds, allows the company to address 
themes of “forgiveness and clemency and 
call-outs and calling in and community 
healing, reflecting on a culture where we’re 
looking to hold people accountable when 
they’ve done something really heinous.” 

“I believe that opera is music for the 
people, but unfortunately it has become 
something that people think is only for 
rich people,” says Hashizume. “I feel like 
this is bringing opera back to its roots.” 03

After the “emotional exorcism” of their new album, 
Crying for Fun, what’s left for Lunch Duchess?

here there’s unhappi¬ 
ness, there is art. 

This Friday, Lunch 
Duchess will release 
their debut album. Cry¬ 
ing for Fun, a bare-faced gallop through 
frontwoman Katharine Seggerman’s 
tremendous internal life that serves up 
catharsis without a thought to collateral 
damage. But now Seggerman is wonder¬ 
ing: What happens after all your sadness 
is purged? 

“This record, and the way that I’ve 
been writing pretty much forever, is all 
emotional exorcism,” Seggerman says. “I 
write the song, and then I realize what 
I’m feeling. And maybe I act on it. But 
unfortunately I’ve been really emotionally 
stable lately. It’s awful. It’s such a cliche.” 

It’s hard to say how serious Seggerman is 


about this. She does appear happy—even- 
keeled, at the very least—but conversations 
with her are unpredictable; she’s simultane¬ 
ously stone-faced and utterly uninhibited. 
Maybe it’s the Boston in her veins (Seg¬ 
german moved here from Massachusetts 
in 2013), but she somehow divulges her 
every insecurity while making you feel 
like you haven’t gained an inch with her. 

Crying for Fun is this paradox manifested 
as music, a byproduct of her mishap-laden 
journey to happiness. Seggerman has always 
used her instinct for self-sabotage as the 
catalyst for her art—her songs bubble out 
of the cauldron of her mind, spilling every¬ 
where—but Crying for Fun advances the 
garage-made confessions of Lunch Duch¬ 
ess’ 2016 EP My Mom Says I Have a Rich 
Inner Life into full-on theatrics. The lyrics 
are completely upfront— 5 aip, she’s singing 


about shitting on “Better”—but you still 
feel like she’s hiding something more in the 
peppy show-tune embellishments. 

Seggerman links My Mom with Crying 
for Fun through the opening song, “Cry 
Pt. II,” a sequel to the EP’s first track that 
begins “I like crying for fun/I know I said 
it before/I bet you thought I was done.” 

“It’s me turned up to 11,” Seggerman says. 
“That’s just kind of how I deal with stuff 
Like, ‘This is extremely painful, but I’m 
just gonna add a joke at the end.’ Then I 
can deal with it a little better.” 

The dysfunction parades on from there, 
Seggerman drawing buckets of angst from 
her longterm off-and-on relationship with 
her ex. “Lust/Love” is trapped between 
trying to move on and being petrified of 
commitment (“Said I was your best, that’s 
super nice/But I prefer some strife/Is that 
what I call love?”). “Creepin”’ is the doubt- 
stricken sendoff that comes after the final 
final try. 

“There’s a test you can take online that 
will tell you your attachment style. I think 
I took that test somewhere in the middle 
of writing this record, and I got ‘avoidantly 
attached,”’ she says. “I wouldn’t join any 
club that would have me—it’s that sort 
of thing.”

Though unflinching, Seggerman’s lyrics 
are all retrospective: You’re looking at her 
life through the rearview. The fanciful 
tryst on ‘“Chicago”’ has long since lost its 
novelty. The nightmare evening of “Wis¬ 
teria Boys” is only a sickening memory. 
The political disgust of “Body” lives on, 
but the point of exorcism is that you evict 
your demons, not that you reconcile with 
them. 

Lunch Duchess has become known for 
the fact that Seggerman plays drums while 
singing, like some kind of frank, millennial 
LevonHelm Intheband’s three-year tenure, 
she’s been supported by a cast of friends 
that’s liable to change tour to tour, but Seg¬ 
german has always been there, providing 
the emotional and rhythmic core. After 
Crying for Fun, that all changes. 

Founding member Nicky Steves (who 
moved with Seggerman to Minneapolis 
back in ’13) just left the band for another 
project. Taking Steves’ place is Ranelle 
LaBiche, Seggerman’s former bandmate 
in Bae Tigre, who will All in on keys and 
backing vocals alongside Sam Frederick 
and Matthew Sandstedt. And Seggerman 
is handing her drumsticks over to album 
drummer Jeff Marcovis. 

“Drumming and singing is fun, and I 
feel like I’ve mastered it, but it’s a pain in 
the butt,” she says. “We played this one

acoustic show at the Aster where I didn’t 
drum, and I was like, ‘Oh, this is fun.’ I can 
move around the stage, I can connect with 
people a little more.” 

Stepping out in front of the drum kit 
means Seggerman will perform exposed, 
venting her inner turmoil directly to the 
audience. But still, she’s unafraid. Those 
things have expired. She’s content for maybe 
the first time in her adult life. So what’s the 
point of hiding? 

“I’m in a very happy, stable relationship, 
which is extremely unusual for me,” she 
says. “It’s blowing my mind.” 

Seggerman also recently started grad 
school to become a therapist. After years 
of belting her therapy into a mic in front of 
local scenesters, she’ll soon begin coaching 
others on howto productively workthrough 
traumas. After that, she questions if she’ll 
need music at all. 

That’s probably dramatic. One good 
relationship and a positive career pros¬ 
pect probably isn’t enough to resolve all 
that’s wrong with your brain chemistry, but 
Lunch Duchess was born in that nexus of 
drama and hope. In the band’s brief m 5 ^os, 
you’re always just one good, big cry from 
setting yourself right for a while. 

Still, Seggerman sounds resolved. 
“I think I’m out of the doom cloud,” 
she says. 03

Shrinkage 

Why am I getting smaller down there? 


’m an otherwise healthy male of 54. 
When I was a teen, my cock mea¬ 
sured about 61/2 
inches. Not small, 
not huge, pretty 
average. I never kept 
track of the situation 
down south, but sud¬ 
denly I find my junk 
reports in at just over 
4 inches. WTF? Is this 
normal? Do men lose 
size/girth as they age? 

Fm single, and suddenly 
Fm afraid to be intimate 
with women I formerly 
would have embraced. 

My confidence is at an 
all-time low. Fm afraid to ask anyone 
out for fear of ‘‘exposing” the evidence. 
I assume there are no pills for this, but 
please tell me there are options. 

SHRINKING IN SEATTLE 

‘We have to make a distinction between 
observed penile length and actual penile 
length,” said Dr. Ashley Winter, aboard- 
certified urologist in Portland, Oregon. 
‘Tenis length changes in real time based 
on a number of factors, factors that include 
level of arousal, stress, and ambient tem¬ 
perature. For this reason, researchers 
like to limit variability by measuring the 
‘stretched fiaccid length’ in a warm room.” 

Needless to say, most men aren’t observ¬ 
ing their dicks when they’re soft. 

“We know that almost ZERO home 
dick measurements are done in the fiaccid 
state,” said Dr. Winter. “But unless SIS 
jotted down the room temp or precise 
level of arousal when he measured his 
teenage penis, it’s unlikely he’s comparing 
apples to apples. Another issue—and a far 
less appreciated one—is that the penis 
is anchored to the undersurface of your 
pelvic bones, so nearly one-half of the 
average penis length is ‘hidden’ along the 
undersurface of the pelvis.” 

There’s a very special tendon—the sus¬ 
pensory ligament—that runs from the base 
of your penis to your pelvis. In addition to 
providingyou with some degree of control 
when you’re erect, SIS, the suspensory liga¬ 
ment also holds some of your dick up and 
inside the body. 

“The most dramatic cause of lost 
‘observed’ penile length with aging is weight 
gain,” said Dr. Winter. “As the average guy 
gains weight, more of his fixed penile length 
gets hidden, as the crucial sit-bone-to-skin 
distance gets longer.” 


So your dick may not be any smaller than 
it was in your teens, SIS; it’s just that more 
of it maybe hidden inside 
your now-middle-aged 
body thanks to weightgain 
and that damn ligament. 

But let’s say you’re no 
thicker today than you 
were in your teens and 
thatyour arousal levels are 
constant and that you’ve 
kept your apartment at 
a constant temperature. 

“The main causes of 
actual penis shrinkage 
are having your prostate 
removed, Pe 5 n:*onie’s dis¬ 
ease (plaque development 
that narrows or bends the penis), or the 
scarring of erectile tissue, something called 
corporal fibrosis. SIS would know if he’d 
had prostate surgery, and he would have a 
noticeable ‘lump’ or change in erection shape 
if he had Pe 3 n:*onie’s. So the main concern 
here is corporal fibrosis. It can be insidious 
and is usually associated with conditions 
that make blood vessels unhealthy—like 
high blood pressure, high cholesterol, and 
diabetes. SIS says he’s healthy, but the penis 
is often the first body part to manifest signs 
of the above conditions because it is so 
d 5 mamic. Which means the penis, won¬ 
derfully and tragically, is often the ‘canary 
in the coal mine’ for cardiovascular health.” 

Let’s say your canary is shrinking, SIS. 
What can you do about it? 

“First and foremost, he should realize 
that far less women would care about his 
penis length than he does,” said Dr. Win¬ 
ter. “Studies including 52,000 individuals 
showed that 85 percent of women were 
satisfied with their partners’ penile length, 
while only 55 percent of men were satisfied 
with their own length.” 

And unlike you, SIS, the women you sleep 
with today aren’t going to be comparing 
the dick you’ve got now with the dick you 
had (or thought you had) then. 

“But if SIS wants to maximize his 
‘observed’ penile length, he should shed 
extra weight—if he’s overweight—and 
should also check in with his doc for a test 
of his cholesterol, blood pressure, and a 
diabetes screen,” said Dr. Winter. “Regular 
erections do help keep the penis healthy, 
so if he has some ED, a Viagra (or similar 
med) can preserve length.”
